In ancient records the name is deHeriz, Heriz, Herice, Heryce, Herys, and Herries. Douglas in the Peerage of Scotland writes 
This noble and ancient family is said to be descended from a younger son of the house of Vendosine in France, who settled in 
Scotland, in the reign of Kind David. 


Arms: Argent, Three Hedge Hogs (Porcupines) Sable 
Crest: A Buck’s Head or Attired with ten Tynes, Argent 
Motto: Dominus Debit. (The Lord Gave) 


The de Heriz settled in the southwest of Scotland in the county and parish of Dumfries. They were allied with the Maxwell and 
Douglas families of the same area. In the 1600s some of the family moved to Donegal, Ireland and became Harris. About 1725-35 
Robert Harris immigrated with his family to Pennsylvania. 


A Genealogy of McGee Harris, by Kenneth C. Bullock has a great deal of information on the history of the Harris family. 1)
